THE VIEWS OF THE FIVE WERE RECORDED IN INTERVIEWS PUBLISHED TODAY IN

SENERALLY AGREED THE BOMB SHOULD HAVE BEEN USED IN SOME WAY, BUT SOME 
SONTENDED A DEMONSTRATION OF ITS POWER WOULD HAVE BROUGHT A JAPANESE 
SURRENDER WITHOUT DESTRUCTION OF A CITY AND ITS INHABITANTS. 

MILITARY USE OF THE BOMB AS SOON AS IT WAS READY WAS RECOMMENDED TO 
PRESIDENT HARRY S. TRUMAN BY A SPECIAL ELGHT-MEMBER COMMITTEE. BUT 
TRUMAN LATER WROTE IN HIS MEMOIRS: AN 

"THE FINAL DECISION OF WHERE AND WHEN) TO USE THE ATOMIC BOMB WAS UP 
TO ME. LET THERE BE NO MISTAKE ABOUP IT. 1 REGARDED THE BOMB AS A 
MILITARY WEAPON AND NEVER HAD ANY DOUBT THAT IT SHOULD BE USED.* 

USE OF THE BOMBS AT HIROSHIMA AUG. 6, 1945, AND AT NAGASAKI THREE 
DAYS LATER, AND THE JAPANESE SURRENDER THE FOLLOWING DAY, ARE GENERALLY
